ous diseases. We should not advise any 
one to use it, and should try to keep 
women and children from doiDg BO. In 
taking up this part of the program and 
affiliating itself with teachers of all 
grades, the society against the abuse of 
tob icoo has performed a real service, bat 
it has tried to gam its ends by exaggera- 
tions that can only compromise it — 
Popular Science Monthly. 


Electors Meet Hext Month. 


The constitution provides that congress 


may determine the day on which preer 
dential electors shall give tbeir votes, 
"whiou day shall be the eamethroughnnt 
the United States;" and by act of 1792, 
the first Wednesday in December was 
the time set. 
By act of February 3,1887, 


this was changed to the second Monday 
in the January next following the ap- 
pointment of the electors, which in the 
present case is January 9,1893. 


Two at least of the states have fsilec 


to conform their legislation to the act oi 
1887, says the New York World. 
The 


Kentucky electors met, under the act ol 
1792, on the 7th instant, and the Michigan 
electoral law of 1891, which recently came 
under review by the Supreme court o: 
the United States, made the same mis- 
take of supposing the first Wednesday 
in December still the day.

case, as the Kentucky electors are to 
convene and the Michigan electors were 
enlightened as to their duty by the 
Supreme court, but these two instances 
are enough to emphasize the necessity o 
the electors in all the states bearing in 
mind that January 9,1893, is the time se 
by law for them to assemble and give 
their votes.

CHICAGO, Dec. 22.—"If Canada has 


built and armed three vessels for serv- 
ice on the lakes as described by the of- 
ficer of the revenue marine service at 
Washington, it amounts to a declara- 
tion of war," said Maj.-Gen. Nelson A.

Much has bet-n said about the 
Carnegie attorneys and tho Pmkertons 
boms in possession of knowledge rela- 
ting to tho kind of drug- used; about 
their analysis mad*11 of the contents of 
the stomach of one man who died, and 
about an analysis having been made of 
the tea, coffee, ete , containing the 
drug. 
The district attorney and county 


coroner both demanded of Attorney 
Itreck a report of the analysis. Mr. 
Breck admitted to both that he had no 
such evidence, and from this it may bo 
inferred that the prosecution knows 
no more than ia contained in the con- 
fessions of Gallagher and Davidson. 
The latter said they had been told by 
Beatty that it contained rhubarb and 
"something else." 


The indictments of the grand jury
